ISBE  Web  Application 
Security  (IWAS) 

The  Illinois  State  Board  of  Education  (ISBE)  has 
developed  a  product  called  ISBE  Web  Application 
Security  or  IWAS  that  is  a  secure  document  man¬ 
agement  system  for  all  Internet-based  systems 
developed  by  ISBE.  IWAS  allows  for  the  submission 
of  electronic  documents  and  document  review  or 
approval.  Each  person  in  IWAS  will  be  able  to 


access  their  documents  with  a  personal  login  ID 
and  password.  Regional  and  District 
Superintendents  will  also  have  their  personal 
administrative  accounts  for  review  and 
approval/denial  of  electronic  documents. 
Beginning  in  summer  2002  all  individuals  that 
transmit  information  for  applications  in  this 
brochure  will  be  directed  through  the  IWAS  system 
for  login  ID  and  password  verification.

The  Harrisburg  Project  creates  and  maintains  soft¬ 
ware  for  districts,  special  education  coopera¬ 
tives  and  the  Illinois  State  Board  of 
Education  to  transmit  approval  and  claim 
information  electronically  for  special 
education  pupils  and  personnel.

This 
program  is  mandated  by  law  as  of  July  1,  2002.
